Widow of Dlstlttgunghed -Vaysrllle

Mrs. Martha Lindsey Stanton, the 
widow of the late Major Henry T. 
Stanton, poet laureate of Kentucky 
and known tho world over as tho 
author of "The .Moneyless man," a 
native Maysvilliau who spent most of 
his long liiV hero, died at ShelbyvlUe 
Sunday at tlio home of her daughter, 
Mrs. George i.

Dar- 
ing the CIvU War her husband was a 
member ot General Robert B. Lee's 
staK and was cited onoe for bravery, 
when he orossed a stream under Are 
from both "Yankee" and "Johnny 
Rebs," poling himself on a raft, and 
captured a Union flag, which be re- 
placed with the Confederate colors. 
While her husbanil was fighting .Mrs.

Tlioir home In .Maysville was aban- 
doned and after war the Stantons 
moved to Clay VUy, afterwards going 
to Frankfort, whore Major Stanton 
wrote his poems and edited a paper. 
He knew all the noted political men of 
the day and held several offices under 
various Democratic regimes. 

The poem which brought her hus- 
band world fame, "The Moneyless 
Man," was always a favorite ot hers.

said ought to b,. done when it was not under that cramping necessity. 

M. Poineare is at present attending to the operation, with the 
result that there is as yet some confusion as to the exact trend of his 
policv. The cliieken has not yet been hatched, and it is difficult to 
liecide liow much of the news cabled across is chicken and how much 
is merely the fragments of the old opposition '^hell still clinging to 
it It seems certain that, as a practical matter. Poineare will be 
obliged to begin by following very closoly in Briand's footsteps 
this will probably carr>- France to (l. noa and it may be that M. 
Poineare will find, after the French delegation has gone to Genoa, 
that it will have to work there very much as it would have under 
Briand. So far the two essential points in which M, Poineare has 
made plain his difference with his predecessor are the question of 
ambassadorial rather than ministerial representation in thn Kuro- 
pean councils, and an extension of the British guarantee treaty which 
would not only defend the homeland of Prance but which would 
also give France a free hand in lior activities throughout the rest of 
Europe, both in enforcing reparations sanctions and in building the 
elaborate card houses which she is always trying to construct out of 
the various fragmentary nationalities of central and eastern Europe. 

So far, it might be said, so good. Neither of these demands will 
lead directly to an overthrow of cvci-ything whieli the Cannes con- 
ference set out to accomplish for Europe, although either one might 
do so. It all depends upon how M. Poineare treats the future, when 
he is fartclir away from his speeches in opposition than he is now. 
But the point about the fact that these should be the first policies 
emerging from the new ministry is the point that neither of them 
represents any immediate pri'.i-tieal advantage. They are both di- 
rected, not toward securini.' France a •rrtater ainount of reparations, 
say, but toward securing her a greater amount of prestige. France 
is playing for the moral, not the material supremacy, at the mo- 
ment. The quqestion which must be open in the minds, of most ob- 
servers is the (luestion of whether the kind of mor.il supremacy for 
which she is playing is precisely the kind which would do her the 
most good in the end. — ^Baltimore News.
